A Horrible Oregon Murder.

THE SOUTHERN PLAGUE. 


The Epidemic Increasing in Virulence 
—Relief Hastening from the North. 


New York, Sept, 5.—Contributions 
North, East and along the Atlantic 
coast for the yellow fever relief fund 
rather increased than diminished, and 
considerable sums were sent to the in- 
fected districts to-day. Benefit per- 
formances will be given at Niblo's 
Garden and the Fifth Avenue Theatre 
to-day, and the best resident and visit- 
ing actors will appear at both. Gen- 
eral Samuel Carpenter, General East- 
ern Passenger agent of the Pensylva- 
nia railroad company, will run a 
special train from and to Philadelphia 
gratuitously, in order that Edward F. 
Thone and his entire company from 
the Walnut-street theatre may play in 
his own establishment and at Niblo's 
Garden on the same day, and thus in- 
crease the relief fund. Mayor Ely has 
sent a greatful letter to General Car- 
penter, thanking him and the Penn 
sylvania railroad company for their 
prompt and generous action.

A CAR QUARANTINED AT CAMP 
TWENTY-FIVE. . 


Two Families Laid up There for Treat- 
ment—What the Doctors Say—No 
Danger from the Disease te 
Be Feared Here. 


The reoprt published in the Gazrrn 
last evening that a young woman, Ella 
Hare, had died on the west-bound 
emigrant train from yellow fever and 
had been buried at Battle Mountain 
has created 2 good deal of excitement 
in town. None of the passengers on 
the train were allowed to get out here, 
except Dr. Smitb, an Indiana physi- 
cian traveling west for his health. 
the Doctor got a quantity of medicine 
at one of our drug stores. Dr Berg- 
man had a conversation with Lim re- 
lative to the case of the Memphis 
young woman. Dr. Smith said there 
was no doubt at all but that she had 


DIED OF YELLOW FEVER. 


He had had a large experience of 
the treatment of that disease in Cin- 
cinnati a few years ago, an d knew its 
symptoms thoroughly. The other 
persons on the car who were unwell 
were, in Dr. Smith’s opinion, suffer- 
ing only from chills and fever. In a 
warmer climate and lower country 
this would in all likelihood develop 


into yellow fever, it being the first stage 
of the disease, but it was nonsense to 


suppose that yellow fever could take 


any hold upon people ina town so 
elevated as Reno, and blessed with 
such cool nights. Dr. Smith holds, 
with many other medical men, that 
the disease is 


NOT CONTAGIOUS. 


The car containing the Hare family 
and another family, several members 
of which showed signs of illness, was 
switched off at Camp 25, about seven 
miles west of Verdi. The rest of the 
train proceeded on its way. James 
Abbay, the engineer of the east-bound 
freight train which came in this morn- 
ing, stated that he had visited the 
quarantined car and had found the 
sick ones much better, and all hands 
rather exasperated at having been de- 
layed on their journey. Dr. Bergman 
went up on the yard-engine at half- 
past 1 o'clock this afternoon to see 
what was necessary to be done. 


WHAT THE DOCTORS SAY. 


A Gazette reporter visited a num- 
ber of prominent physicions of Reno 
to-day, and got their opinions con- 


| cerning the possibility of the epidemic 


seizing upon this town. Witheut an 
¢xception they declared that any fear 
of that kind was foolish. Our climate 
forbids anything of that kind taking 
place. The rarity of the atmosphere 
and the chill mghts—which we have 
always, no matter how scorching the 
days—would strangle yellow jack in 
a jiffy. A number of citizens had 
called on Mr. Higgins, the Reno rail- 
road agent, and requested him to move 
the car from Camp 25 to the Summit, 
under the impression that the place 
where the patients now &re is not cold 
enough to kill the fever. The doctors 
say that the car could not be in a bet- 
ter place. The temperature is very 
low at night. The people of Reno 
need not apprehend any danger. 
CARING FOR THE SICK. 

Frank Free, Division Superinten- 
dent, telegraphed: from Wadsworth 
this morning to Mr. Higgias to see 
that every care should be taken of the 
persons in the car at Camp 25. Ac- 
cordingly this morning quantities of 
fresh fruit and provisions were for- 
warded, and other arrangements for 
the comfort of the detained persons 
made. The railroad company is exer- 
cising the greatest caution to prevent 
the carrying of anyone affe. by the 
disease now ravaging the South into 
the hot and low-lying valleys of Cali- 
fornia. — .

Ball Run and Cornucopia. 

Pete Gamble, an old Comstock 
miner, got in yesterday from the 
northern part of the State. He says 
that Ed. Stokes, who put the final 
copper on Jim Fisk, is showing con- 
siderable interest in connectien with 
the Infidel mine, Bull Run district. 
A ditch one mile anda half long is 
being constructed around the base of 
Bull Run mountains, to carry the 
water to the mill.

fore Mr. Gamble: left Cornucopia a 
prospector, named Jack Way, came in 
from Aurora district with 3 
of ore which he had worked at the 
Leopard mill, and which averaged 
$290 per toh.
